"D esperation" ii a game of cards 
that is best described ss a continuity of 
sequences, regardless of suit.

played with three full packs of 62 cards 
each, and the most convenient number 
of players is 12, hut eight or ten per­ 
sons w ill And it a very delightful way 
to spend an evening. 
In a party of la­ 
dies and gentlemen the better way is for 
the one six to challenge the other nix 
and then, sitting in couple* at the table, 
alternating the play. 
The first duty is to select a banker, 
who should also act as umpire for the 
evening. 
The banker or dealer should 
then sh ii the the three packs of cards to­ 
gether very thoroughly and coout two 


j “ nests," of 80 cards each, the one to tie 
known as "ladies’ n est," the other as 
"gentlem en's nest," placing them at 
opposite ends of the table. 
Kaeh player 
then receive* a hand of six cards, dealt 
one at a time. 
These hands are placed

The play is from the hanker to the 
left, and each player turns up a card, 
and the play continues until an ace is 
turned. 
The privilege of turning the 
top card of center nests is taken by the 
first player of each side. 
When an ace 
is turnod up, it is placed In the center 
of tho table, and the fun begin*. 
The 
purpose of the game is to exhaust the 
center nests, and the game is won by 
the side exhausting their neat first. The 
sequences in the center of tho table are 
ace high to deuce, w hile the sido se­ 
quences or partner’* hand are high or 
low. 
Ho th at each partner plays on tho 
center sequences, his or hi* partner s 
sequence* and his own, in effect play­ 
ing seven hands in a 12 hand game. 
The fun of the game is caused by the 
penalty connected therewith, which is: 
No player is perm itted by word, look, 
sign, motion or suggestion to indicate 
to tho person playing any play or m is­ 
play possible on penalty of forfeiting 
the play of said player and hnving the 
chance of a sequence pass to the next 
player at table, which would naturally 
be an opponent. 
There is a great am ount of sport in 
this game for a social evening, and it is 
very popular in the eastern cities.
